THE 1!AJ[.\YANA 

Everywhere, Poetry has been coiiceivccl more as 
an intutive art than otherwise. In India, too, the iirst 
great poein, first, because of tiio production being the 
work of the earliest known luiinan author in Indian 
Tnterature and great b(icaus(' (d its being first-rate as a 
poetic composition, was born of tiu' boot’s innate 'pratihha. 
\ alniiki is tlui earliest ])oet known to Classical Sanskrit 
Eietrature and has been the pattri'ii to all aspirants to the 
J’oet’s mantle. The idea of tlu; Poem arose in him, not 
on account of any external urgn to create a work, but as 
the expression of the spontaneous overflow of one of the 
most consuming sentiments of the human mind, the 
sentiment of Karuva or comiKission for the allilicted and 
the distressed. 

In giving expression t(» this sentiment, Valmiki’s 
words set themselves to rhythm and cadence suitcul to 
the occasion; and We ha\e the most beautiful, melodious, 
soulstirring and artistic poem as the result. The Kamayana 
is ;a mirror of the highest ideals of Hindu Culture and 
civilisation. 

The Ramayana is divid(‘d into seven Kandas or 
books, comprising 2-1001) stan/as in all. The first Kan4a 
is called the Ralakanda, in which the boyhood of Rama- 
is narrated.

Yij^vvunitra, the Eoyal sage begged of Da^arafcha to 
send his son Ihuna with him to perform his sacrifices 
which were being obstructed by the Raksasas. After 
completing his sacrifices with the help of Rama and 
Tjakshmana, ViYv’aiuitra took the two boys to the court of 
Janaloi, king of Mithila, on hearing of the proposed 
marriag(i of Sita. On the way, Viiivamitra entertained 
the two boys with several stories. While staying on the 
banks of the Ganges for tlu; night, ViWaniitra w’as 
persuaded to narrate the story of the descent of the holy 
Ganges to the world of mortals. 

The story is as follows : — 

Sagar a king of solar-race began a horse-sacrifice. 
The horse was stokiu by Indra and was left by the side of 
Kapila in Patalaloka. Tin; sixty thousand sons of Sagara 
who followed the horse for iirotection dug the earth and 
reached Ratfda. d’aking Kapila to be the thief, they 
approached him with rage and were burnt to ashes by 
the anger of the sage. 

When the sons dc'layed, Sagara sent his grandson 
AiiEumaii to bring the horse, lie went to the ditch dug 
by the sons of Sagara, and saw the Diggajas and bow'ed 
to them. They told him that he w’ould certainly get back 
the horse and advised him how to get it. He finally 
came to the spot wIkmi Kapila wvas engaged in his penance 
and saw' his fore fathers reduced to ashes. To perform 
their last rites he searched for water everywhere. Then 
Garuda the maternal uncle of the sons of Sagara appeared 
and told him that the sacred Gahga should be brought 
there and the ollerings to his departed ancestors should 
be performed only with Ganges water. 
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Am^uman took the horse with him and helped his 
grandfather and completed the sacrifice. 

Sagara spent the rest of his life in thinking about 
the means by which the heavenly Ganges could be brought 
down to the Patala-loka for washing the ashes of his sons. 
Without achieving his purpose, he fell a victim to the 
toll oftime.

THE MAHA13HABATA— YANA PARVAN. 

Sanskrit epic poetry falls into two main classes., 
Itihasa and Khvya. Itihasa deals with old stories and 
legends and is also called Al'hydim — narrative and Purana 
—ancient tale. Kavya means artificial poetry. The- 
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Mahabharafca is the chief and earliest representative of 
the Itihasa-group and the Kaniayana of the Kavya group. 

The epic kernel of the Mahabharata describes the 
eighteen days’ fight between Duryodhana, leader of the 
Kaiiravas and Yudhisthira, chief of the Pandavas, who 
were cousins, both descended from king Bharata, son of 
^akuntala. 

The chief feature of the Mahabharata is the manner 
in which its author has interwoven round this epic kernel 
a vast number of old legends about gods, kings and sages, 
accounts of cosmogony and theogony, disquisitons on 
philosophy, law, religion and the duties of the military 
caste, besides a large amount of didactic matter which 
makes the Epic more an encyclopaedia of moral teaching 
than a connected narrative. It is on account of this 
superabundance of ethical and moral teaching that the 
Mahabharata has acquired the title that it is the fifth 
Veda — so sacred and authoritative. In fact, the Maha- 
bharata is such an inexaustible treasure-house of informa- 
tion on almost all topics that all later writers in Sanskrit 
owe much of their inspiration in referenee to plots 
and delineation of situations and character to their mastery 
of this truly greatiepic, which is indeed a real mirror of 
the Aryan civilisation and culture of the period. 

The Mahabharata was composed by Sage Veda- 
Vyasa in 1,00,000 ^lokas, distributed over eighteen major 
books called parvans. Most of these eighteen books are 
futher subdivided into minor parvans ; each major book 
is also divided into adhyayas or chapters. 

The Vana Parvan or the Forest Book is the third 
book from the beginning, the two preceding being called 
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tli(! Adi Parvan and the Sabha, Parvan. The V;ina 
Parvan is so called as it deals with tlie incidents relating 
to the wanderings of the Pandavas when they had to spend 
twelve years in the forest as a penalty to their defeat at 
th<i game of dice. To make sure oJ his success on his 
return from exile, Arjuna prayed to his patron God Isiva 
for the acquisition of the invincible PaJiupatastra. Arjuna’s 
penance was so severe and one-pointed that even the 
mighty sages of the for(!st felt bewildered and w^orried at 
this rare devotion. 1’hey entreated the Lord to grant 
them protection and freedom. The great 6iva divined 
the cause of his devotee’s penancc! and assured the 
assembled sages that they may depart in peace as he will 
come down and meet in person his Lhakta Arjuna to 
grant his wish. The thirty- fifth chapter opens with the 
departure of the seers after they had been assured by the 
Lord. —
